School and staff move. 


beyond grievances

BOYNE CITY - An un- 
fair labor practice charge 
and a related lawsuit on be- 
half of several school em- 
ployees have been dropped 
against the Boyne City Pub- 
lic School District, follow- 
ing a decision in the 
district’s favor. 

An arbitrator decided in 
late July that the school 
board did not violate a col- 
lective bargaining agree- 
ment when it reduced the 
hours of some support staff 
employees. The reduction in 
hours resulted in the loss of 


health benefits for those 
employees. 

The grievances to restore 
the health benefits were 
filed by the Boyne City Edu- 
cational Support Personnel 
Association on behalf of 
eight paraprofessionals. 

Subsequently, the Michi- 
gan Education Association 
filed a lawsuit on behalf of 
the paraprofessionals and 
that has also been with- 
drawn. 

“T don’t think anyone 
feels good about any of this, 
but the action by the board 
in June of 2006 is simply a 
reflection of the fiscal envi- 
ronment in education right 


now,” school district super- 
intendent Bob Alger said. 

Boyne City Educational 
Support Personnel Associa- 
tion representative, Dave 
Dipzinski, said the parapro- 
fessional employees are 
looking to the future. 

“T’ve talked with the sup- 
port staff and they say they 
are ready to pick up and 
move on,” Dipzinski said. 
“The arbitrator made a de- 
cision and we have to live 
with the decision that was 
made.” 

The reason the grievances 
were filed in the first place 
was because of a promise 
made to the employees by a 


former superintendent that 
their hours would not be cut, 
Dipzinski said. 

Superintendent Alger 
said the eight support staff 
employees who assist 
teachers in the classroom 
remained dedicated in their 
work. 

“Through all of this, the 
members of the BCESPA, 
especially those individuals 
directly affected by the ac- 
tion, did not allow the 
Board’s decision to affect 
their work one bit. During 
all of the last school year, 
they continued to be very 
dedicated to helping stu- 
dents learn.”

BOYNE CITY - Michi- 
gan ranks 14 in the U.S. 
among 20 windy states with 
the highest potential for 
wind energy, according to 
an assessment by Pacific 
Northwest Laboratories. As 


| such, zoning for wind tur- 


bines is advancing to the 
forefront of local govern- 
ment agendas. 

At a workshop for gov- 
ernment planners and for 
developers held at the 
Boyne District Library on 
Aug. 16, Michigan State 
University 
Michael Klepinger said that 


Michigan has the potential ~ 


to be a great energy-produc- 
ing state. 

Klepinger detailed the is- 
sues surrounding wind tur- 
bines and recommended: sit- 
ing and zoning regulations. 
Because very few of 
Michigan’s townships have 
zoning regulations for wind 
turbines and with wind en- 
ergy companies beginning 
to seek development loca- 
tions, there is an increasing 
need for guidance. 

Klepinger presented a 


positive outlook, highlight-. 


ing the potential for wind 
energy to boost the Michi- 
gan economy. He citied 60 
percent of Michigan’s en-

ergy comes from coal, but 
coal is not harvested in 
Michigan. The money spent 
on coal-produced energy, 
approximately $1.5 billion a 
year, is flowing out of the 
state, Klepinger said. Not 
only could money from 
wind energy generation be 
beneficial to Michigan’s 
économy, but also the manu- 
facturing of turbine parts 
could create a new industry 
for the state. Klepinger said 
the state might adopt a regu- 
lation that would require 
that 20 percent of electric- 
ity sold to Michigan con- 
sumers come from a renew- 
able source by 2021. 
Concerns regarding wind 
turbines include noise, ap- 
pearance, shadow flicker, 
and birds that are killed 
when they fly into the wind 
turbines. Some people view 
wind turbines as elegant and 
futuristic, while others view 


them as industrial and un- - 


sightly. 
The “Michigan Siting

excessive bird kill. Klepinger encouraged local 
planners to use the guidelines as “sample ordinance 
language,” and to adjust them to meet each 
community’s needs. 

But, Nancy Ferguson, a local resident and envi- 
ronmentalist, has a different outlook on wind tur- 
bines than Professor Klepinger. She has concerns 
for the beauty of Northern Michigan and the tour- 
ist economy, stating that some people don’t like the 
sight of wind turbines. Ferguson believes that the 
ranking of 14 out of 20 in wind-energy potential 
doesn’t give Michigan reason enough to invest in 
cominercial wind power, but sees some of the other 
states as better places. 

Ferguson’s concerns revolve around zoning and 
siting requirements. She says that the minimum 
setback of 1,060 feet is far too small and should be 
at least a quarter mile (1,320 feet) or optimally a 
half-mile. A setback of that size might require farm- 
ers to pool their land together in order to install 
commercial turbines, but Ferguson believes it would 
be for the good of the neighboring residences. A

supporter of clean energy and energy independence, 
Ferguson used a classic saying to describe the situ- 
ation: “Location, location, location.” 

“T don’t think Michigan is suitable for big wind, 
but is it suitable for small wind? You bet,” said 
Ferguson. 

While taking a hard line with commercial wind 
turbines, Ferguson is friendlier toward smaller resi- 
dential turbines like that found on Michael and 
Tammy Buttigieg’s property, located between East 
Jordan and Boyne City. Buttigieg, who owns and 
operates Michael’s Locksmith Services as well as 
Michael’s Wind and Solar Systems, runs the elec- 
tricity in his house off the grid with his own wind 
turbine and solar panels. The nine-year old wind 
turbine stands 120 feet tall, less than half the height 
of some commercial turbines, and helps to power 
his entire house, big-screen television included, all 
but for an estimated 60 hours per year when he re- 
lies on a back-up propane generator. 

Because Buttigieg owns the 40-acres that sur- 
round him, any zoning regulations that might have 
existed didn’t apply to him. The “Michigan Siting

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Guidelines for Wind Energy Systems” suggest that 
communities develop different regulations for per~ 
sonal systems than for the utility-scale systems, such 
as requiring a 5-10 acre site for a residential tur- 
bine. 

The cost of a turbine like Buttigieg’s is around 
$10,000, a price some may think is excessive. But 
not Buttigieg. 

“People don’t think twice to spend $20,000 or 
$30,000 on a vehicle,” he said. He also noted that 
such a system pays for itself in a matter of 10 years, 
whereas a car provides no payback. Buttigieg is an 
advocate of multi-source energy, believing that the 
answer to the state’s energy needs can come from 
wind, solar, and other renewable sources (such as 
geothermal and biomass) combined. 

Like Buttigieg, “Sixty-five percent of Michigan 
residents have enough wind at their own home” to 
provide a significant source of their own electric- 
ity, Klepinger said. In what capacity residents will 
be able to pursue either residential or commercial 
turbines is largely up to the residents and their plan- 
ning boards in the local communities.

The Drug Death Team is comprised of a state of Michigan 
trooper, two detectives from the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s 
Office and one officer from each of the county’s cities, Boyne 
City, Charlevoix and East Jordan. : j 

At least four drug overdose deaths have been investigated by 
the DDT since the team was initiated in 2005, by Charlevoix 


County Prosecutor John Jarema. 


One of the DDT investigations resulted in life imprisonment . 
for a long-time drug dealer, Robert King, and investigations 


are on-going in other cases... 


Getting dealers off the street where they prey on children ' 
and adults from all walks of life is a major focus of the Drug 


Death Team. 


The team members are on call anytime and are on the scene 


' within minutes. 


Combining the knowledge, expertise and efforts of the team 
members is a great benefit for this area’s small police depart- 
ments. It gives the departments the number of people needed 
to quickly conduct an investigation at a crime scene where 


timing is critical. 


The DDT is a highly valued resource in the fight against 
drugs in Northern Michigan. Thank you DDT.
